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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's arguments are not found 
persuasive. The Applicant argues that there is no teaching or suggestion in Mougin that the disclosed polycondensate is obtained from at 
least one diol containing at least one functional group chosen from acid radicals and salts thereof. In response it is noted that there 
appears to be no cnticality associated with the above mentioned diol containing at least one acid group because the acid will be 
consumed in the process of making polyurethane. Absent the recitation of specific molar ratios that result in excess of acid group (so that 
the acid groups are still present in the resulting polymer), the polycondensate of Mougin meets the claim limitations 
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
